Sheriff T-angum told the governor 
that, in hts opinion, the m eetings, if 
held, would result In bloodshed, rioting 
and loss o f life. 
"The holding of the convention and 
m eetings 
can, 
u n d er 
the 
circum ­ 
stances, have no other effect than that 
of aiding the enem ies of this country," 
the governor said In hts proclamation. 
Failure on the part of Mayor T hom ­ 
as Van Txuir, who promised the coun­ 
cil police protection, or by Police Chief 
Louis H arthill to co-operate tow ard 
the enforcem ent of the prohibition res­ 
olution will result in the suspension of 
those officials from office, it was a n ­ 
nounced at the capitol. 
"All i’ve got to say is that I’ll en ­ 
force the law of the city of M inneap­ 
olis no m atter w hat anybody else will 
do," Mayor Van I .ear said when asked 
to com m ent on the proclamation.
